Realizes Mistake in Not Continuing 
Militant Fight 


COMPTON, Cal., Jan. 19.—I signed a lien on my home at 320 
W. Reeves Street, Compton, realizing even at the time that I was 


making a great mistake. 


mortgage company officials al- 
together demanded that I accept 


this fishy proposition : 

1—That I should sign a lien 
for an indefinite amount, which 
they believed would be $270.61, 
but which would be itemized lat- 
er, 

2.—That the mortgage com- 
pany should in turn deduct $125 


from the amount of my debt. 
And if I didn’t sign they de- 
clared that 17 deputies would be 
out the next day to put my 
furniture, my wife and two small 
children into the street, 


RWPU Stop Eviction 


I refused to sign at first. The 
Relief Workers Protective Union 
took up my case and kept up a 
vigil for five days to be ready 
for the deputies. They didn’t 
come, but I was called in again. 
Still they did not have an item- 
ized account; still they declared 
thet the amount was probably 
$270.61. 

Worn out by their continued 
nagging, I signed the lien. I 
still didn’t understand why the 
mortgage company wanted to 
write down its bill by $125, nor 
how the welfare department fig- 
ured out so enormous a bill. I 
knew that other workers had 
refused to sign liens and nothing 
had been done about it, but I 
thought my case was different 
because of the application for a 
federal loan and the club that 
was being held over me. 

But today the itemized bill 
came, totalling $327.40! 


False Items on Bill 


I was completely Siabbergasted | 


when 1 read the items. For in- 
stance, in February, 1932, I 
was charged with seven grocery 
orders, ranging from $6.70 to 
$7.61 per order. 

Now anyone familiar with 
A. county relief knows that n 
that time only two orders per 
month were allowed. I didn’t 
get any more than two. 

Another thing — for eight 
months out of the period from 
January 1932 to December 1933, 
I was charged with milk bills. 
In August1932 there were three 
milk bills totalling $5.67. Ima- 
gine the L. A. County charities 
paying that amount in one month 
for milk for an unemployed tam- 
ily! As a matter of fact there 
were only three months out of 
all the time listed when the 
county paid for our milk. 

Another thing-——there are two 
fuel bills listed for December 7, 
1933. although the county — 
no gas bills for me in Decem ber 
By that time I was working on 
CWA and received no further 
aid from the county. 

These are only a few items. 


whole list is full of grocery, 
milk and fuel items, some otf 
which I probably received but 
many of which I could not have} 
received. 

I think I understand now why 
they railroaded me into signing 
a blank check. 


Someone obviously got money | 
for the missing items and pro- | 


bably for those that weren't 
missing. 

The strange desire of the mort- 
gaze company to write $125 


off its note and the hard-boiled | 


threatening attitude of both the 
home loan and county welfare 
agents indicates the pot was be- 
ing split three ways. 

I realize also why the RWPU 
takes a militant attitude. 

It will be a long warm day in 
December before the county or 
anyone else collects for a_ lot 
of those items—and I hope I'm 
still a member of a militant or- 
ganization when the attempt is 
made.

sign of lumber yet. 
The meals have too much star 
chy food, such as rice. potatoes

TRY TO STOP DISTRIBUTION 
OF LEAFLETS ON GRIEV- 
ANCES 


OAKLAND, Cal., Jan. 20.—Re- 
cently I was out on a CWA job 
on Red Canyon Road putting out 
handbills calling the workers to 
a meeting to demand better sani- 
tation on the job. Two or three 
workers contracted the dreaded 
trench mouth disease because of 
the bad drinking water. 

The head timekeeper Jackson, 
jumped upon me. He said that 
the workers had nothing to kick 
about. I asked him about the 
water. He said this was a new 
job and that things will be ta- 
ken care of and that there was 
no need for an organization, be- 
cause the men are already or- 
ganized as they are working for 
the federal government. He was 
pointed out other grievances, 
such as deducting from pay for 
a minute lateness on the job. 
He said it was not true and got 
several drunk legionnaires’ to 
back him up. The workers know 
that that is a lie.

“Tam an army officer and was 
in charge of the CCC all sum- 
mer,’ he said. “‘We took young 
boys off the road and put them 
in camps and this was more 
than your organized labor could 
do.””

(By a marine worker who © sited Seattle after a 
lapse of ten years) 


When a seaman goes uptown 
from the Seattle docks in the 
evening, he meets groups of un- 
employed standing on the cor- 
ners of Washington St. and Oc- 
ecidental Ave. Two of the corners 
are taken by the Soul Savers, 
their audiences varying accord- 
ing to the material benefits they 
bestow—a night’s flop, a night’s 
doze on a chair, or a bowl of 
zoop. The workers around the 
brass band angels range from fif- 
teen to thirty, the Salvation 
Army attracting the higher fi- 
gure, as, their girls can ably 
imitate a classic dance with a 
tambourine without shifting their 
feet. 

Various solve-the-crisis magi- 
cians occupy the third corner, 
‘talking to themselves most of the 
time. 

But the fourth corner is jam- 
med all the way from the win- 
dows of the employment office 
beyond the middle of the street, 
leaving hardly room for the au- 
tos to pass. Here are proletari- 
ans from many industries, lum- 
berjacks, longshoremen, seamen, 
listening to the speaker who acts 
as his own chairman, and Daily 
Worker agent, and is ready to go 
a couple of rounds with any pro- 
vocateur who wisecracks. More 
than two hundred stand in the 
fog and drizzle, eagerly asking 
questions, telling of wagecut at- 
tempts on various docks, while 
others promise to join the Un- 
employed Citizens League or par- 
ticipate in the Seottsboro demon- 
stration.

They put out their last penny 
for gas for the cars that had to 
take pickets to the _ far-lying 
fields which cover the great ex- 
panse of the Valley.

The following is a letter from 


a worker now in one of Roose- 
velt’'s CWA Camps: 
father than starve in San 


Francisco, where I was unable to 
secure work on C. W. A. projects, 
I applied for a C. W. A. camp 
job. After passing a strict phy- 
sical examination I was shipped 
to Camp Navarro in Mendocino 
county, an old logging camp on 
Southern Pacific property 3% 


miles from the town of Navarro. 
Now I am almost starving here. 
What little food we get is so 
terrible that it is almost impos- 
sible to eat it. For breakfast— 
hot cakes (lead), scrambled eggs 
(corn starch) and coffee (boiler 
compound); for dinner—stewed, 
boiled or roast beef with pota- 
toes as the only vegetable, and 
corn starch pudding. 


Hard-boilled Eggs—Luxury 


The scrambled eggs for break- 
fast are prepared the night be- 
fore, five or six dozen being 
broken into a large bowl, a little 
milk added with enough corn 
starch to make a thick paste. 
The next morning this mixture 
is fried by Chief Cook Peterson 
(a real belly-robber) in a kitchen 
that has been cleaned once in six 
weeks. Once every two weeks 
we get boiled eggs. When asked 
why we didn’t get them more 
often Peterson replied, ‘“‘The mess 
fund mustn’t run too high.” 

Shortly prior to this, Peterson 
was overheard saying to an as- 
sistant cook, “If I can keep the 
mess fund low enough I might 
get a bonus.” 

The only fresh fruit we have 
had since I have been in camp 
(dried fruit is served twice a 
week) were six bags of rotten 
apples which were given us as 
a special Christmas treat. Until 
recently, when spring water was 
piped into camp, our drinking 
and cooking water came from 
the Navarro River, which for 
the past month has been full of 
dead and dying salmon that had 


come up to spawn. Men were 
detailed to spear the dead. fish 


and bury them. It is a miracle 
that a serious epidemic did not 


break out.

It is necessary to unfold be- 
fore the toilers of each country 
a program which, basing itself 
on the experience of the great 
triumphs of the Soviet workers 
and collective farmers ‘on all 
fronts of the class struggle and 
socialist construction, should, 
while making allowance for the 
peculiar conditions of the differ- 
ent countries, show what the 
Soviet Power (a government of 
workers and farmers councils) 
will give them in their own 
country. At the same time it is 
necessary to emphasize in parti- 
cular the abolition of unemploy- 
ment and the elimination of un- 
certainty for the morrow under 
the Soviet power; the constant 
improvement in the conditions 
of labor and _ social insurance, 
along with the reduction of the 
working day: the liberation of 
the toilers of the country-side 
from all the remnants of feudal- 
ism and from all bondage; the 
provision of land for the land- 
less peasants and those having 
little land; the support given to 
the poor peasants and the assis~ 
tance rendered to the peasant co- 
operative societies and colleetive 
farms; the throwing open of all 
the doors of cultural development 
to the working class youth and 
to all the toilers, ete. 

The Soviet power, which is 
based on the mass organization 
of the workers and semi-prole- 
tarians, offers the possibility of 
the wide and reali enjoyment of 
democracy by all the _ toiling 
masses who were formerly op- 
pressed by capitalism.

the river, and over the protest 
of the buteher, who declared that 
they were not fit to eat, were 
served after having been placed 
in brine for two days. All the 
men who ate this rotten salmon 
had acute diarrhea. But the 
mess fund must not run too high! 

The work bere consists of 
clearing brush and stump lands, 
building roads, aud a general 
improvement of the S. P. pre- 
perty on which the camp is situe- 
ated. Notices are posted warn- 
ing the men to remain within a 
half mile of camp, no one being 
allowed to leave the camp at 
night, and only if one has a 
pass, during the day. For the 
first two weeks of camp, no 
lights were furnished in the 
bunk-houses; now ea@h bunk- 
house has one candle (the ranger 
evidently read Wollenberg’s ad- 
vice to the San Francisco un- 
employed). When some of the 
men bought oil lamps there was 
talk of charging them for the 
kerosene used. 

And still conditions get worse. 
When the men protested to Ran- 
ger Lindblum, his exeuse was 
that he was a temporary ranger 
without authority to make 4 
change. When District Ranger 
Metcalf came to inspect the camp 
all the men marched to the of- 
fice and demanded better condi- 
tion, with emphasis on food. 
Lindblum told the men he was 
sorry they had protested in the 
presence of his guest, Metcall. 


No Doctors 


In this eamp of 110 men there 
is a small medicine chest hardly 
large enough for a small family. 
When a worker called ‘Red’ 
broke two ribs while working he 
lay in camp for two days betore 
the ranger could get instructions 
as to what to do with him, and 
how he gets no compensation. 

With eonditions like this, con- 
tinually getting werse, the mil 
tant spirit of the men. is growing. 
They realize that only by united 
action can they better conditions. 
I-am writing this letter in the 
hope that it will help expose 
the rotten conditions here. In 

my next letter I hope to be able 
to tell you how we hettered 
them,

GAINS FROM UNITED ACTION 
BRINGS DISRUPTORS 
INTO ACTION 


PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 25.— 
Helping Police Chief Lawson in 
his effort to smash unity of the 
unemployed here, a small gang 
of self-styled ‘‘leaders’” of the 
Unemployed Citizens League are 
trying to split it by forming a 
new outfit, the United Citizens 
League. 

From the beginning of the 
Multnomah County Unemployed 
Federation, this group, led by 
Walter Whitbeck, J. E. Look, 
Walton Roork and Stanley An- 
derson, aided by leading mem- 
bers of the Socialist Party local, 
have tried to wreck the Federa- 
tion because it was gaining more 
strength through militant mass 
action. Attempts to withdraw 
the Civic Emergency group from 
the united front, and efforts to 
oust Unemployed Couneils, failed. 
They have carried on a_ consis- 
tant campaign of slander and 
disruption. 

Tuesday at a meeting of the 
Unemployed Leagues, the gang 
tried to get the new organiza- 
tion adopted. Various locals of 
the League had previously voted 
against it. In their efforts to 
put their seheme over Whitebeck 
disclosed stool-pigeon activity, in 
the reading of letters stolen from 
the Communist Party, and speak- 
ing of many matters involving 
inner-Party information, his idea 
being to raise the red scare and 
discredit the Communists and 
others. The information clearly 
came from one unit where a 
member had been recently ex- 
pelled as a stool-pigeon. 

Whitebeck is a local petty- 
politician, constantly associating 
with police heads, while Ander- 
son and Look are promoting a 
back-to-the-land movement, and 
have their new group sponsoring. 
Look admits getting $1000 for 
this, calling it “‘expenses’’. 


Evict Family From 


Martin Ranch; Were 


FARMERSVILLE, Cal., Jan. 
17.—A family of thirteen was 
evicted from the Martin ranch 


near here when, together with | 
nine other Mexican families 


here, they struck against the 
niserable conditions under which 
they had long been working. 
The boss on the ranch held 
out all their pay checks and 
paid them only in miserable 
short rations of beans, potatoes, 
coffee, sugar, onions and flour. 


The workers, though tolling 
on the ranch for several years, 


were unorganized and felt tuey

Growers Prepare - But Are We Ready? 


The last two months for the growers in most parts of Cali- 
fornia were like a breathing spell fiom the long series of strikes 
that proved to them that the agricultural workers of California 
will nct meekly accept their coolie standards. 

But, during all this time they were haunted by the fear that 
the strike wave will be renewed and strengthened, that they wil! 
have to yield some of their big profits in the form of increased 
wages. The Imperial Valley, Orange and Pescadero strikes prove 
that beyond a doubt. 

A recent issue of the Pacific Rural Press expresses the att- 
tude of the growers and landlords in their editorial “The Com- 


munist Menace”.

“An amuzing inside story of the effort 
leaders to organize the agricultural workers in California has 
come out in a series of meetings which the agricultural com- 
mittee of the State Chamber of Commerce has been holding 
in this state. Also the recent annual meeting of the Farm 
Pureau at Santa Barbara disclosed the same serious situation, 
and as a result of a conference in San Francisco last week 
the State Chamber and the Farm Bureau will co-operate in 
the appointment of a committee to make plans for meeting 


the problem next year’. 

At each of the meetings mentioned, resolutions were adopted 
requesting the federal government to “halt” the advance of Com- 
munism. They want federal troops to be ready, wholesale deporta- 
tions, and that even NRA arbitrations be kept out. 

The fear of the growers is further illustrated in the appeal 
they make through their Democratic Representative Stubbs, at 
Washington, D. C.: 


“Because I have intimate knowledge of what occurred in 


and Tulare counties last year, when men were killed 

Communistie activities in the cotton fields of my dis- 

I agree with the farm bureau officials, and ask that the 
federal government, through the department of justice, step 
in and halt these Communistic moves. 

“We believe in California that the great 
laborers are satisfied with the progress that is being made 
toward recovery, but the Communists are working upon them 
daily, and they must be stopped. I suggest immediate action.” 

There is still another reason why the bosses and their poli- 
ticians are so anxious to get the Federal government to take 
drastic action in California. They know that the coming state 
elections will fpllow immediately after all the harvests, and the 
inevitable stri¥es. During these strikes the workers will learn 
more of these strike-breaking representatives in Washington and 
Sacramento, while on the other hand they will see the Communist 
candidates leading them in their struggles. 

The fact that Attorney-General Cummings announced he had 
not yet found any laws that would permit the Federal government 

‘to intervene, means little. It is only a conflict between the two 
capitalist machines, on which should do the dirtiest work. Rolph’s 
terror policy during the last harvest proves to Washington that 
he knows how to handle things for the bosses. 

The committee appointed by the growers’ is for co-ordinating 
vigilante activities, and for more efficient utilization of such 
fakers as the Mexican Consul and A. F. of L. agents. 

But how are we fixed? Do we really deserve as much credit 
at the bosses give us? Is our Agricultural Union in shape for the 
big battles approaching? } 

From reports coming from many parts of the state, the bosses 
are exaggerating a bit—obviously for their own benefit. Many 
of our lecals do not meet. Dues payments are far below the mem- 
bership. Many of our workers still have the feeling that the 
time to come to union headquarters is on the eve of a strike. 

There is very little time left! The only way to meet the 
preparations of the big growers, bankers and packers, is to have 
our organization tightly knit together NOW. Only that will 
mean that field, shed and cannery workers will be able to live 
like human beings for the coming year.

“In our struggles for true internationalism against the 
‘Jingo Socialists’ we have always pointed in our press at the 
conciliationist leaders of the Socialist Party of America, who 
are in favor of restricting immigration of Chinese and Japanese 
workers We think it is impossible to be an internationalist 
while favoring such restrictions. We assert that as long as 
the American and, particularly English Socialists, who belong 
to a RULING and OPPRESSING nation, are in favor of any 
kind of restriction of immigration and possessing colonies 
(the Hawaiian Islands) —— as long as they do not stand for 
the full independence of the latter, they are in reality 


‘jingoes’”’. 

' This is how Lenin characterized the Hillquits, Thomases and 
their kind in 1915, in a letter from Switzerland to one of the 
early forerunners of the Communist Party in the United States, 
the Socialist Propaganda League. But this characterization ap- 
plies today as perfectly as it did 19 years ago. 

The Western Worker already has had occasion to expose how 
the Socialist NRA union of Turlock and Modesto came out for 
chasing out of the Filipino workers. Now comes the most shame- 
less follow-up of this treachery. The Socialist Party organization 
in Sonoma County, The National Farmers Union, has joined to- 
gether with the American Legion, Chamber of Commerce, and 
others of the most reactionary organizations there, to drive 150 
Filipinos out of the county. Together with leading lynchers in 
Santa Rosa, its leaders met and repeaied the usual pack of lies 
against the Filipino workers—that they insult white women, are 
immoral, and that the home is not safe with them around. 

The Socialist Party is helping the lynchers split the workers. 

But what are the Communists of Sonoma County doing! 
Exactly the opposite. We need only quote a leaflet being spread in 


the county by our comrades: 
WORKERS AND FARMERS, CITIZENS OF SONOMA COUNTY: 


A campaign of terror has been let loose against Filipino 
workers by anti-labor and anti-farmer organizations. Various 
slanderous and lying charges have been brought against them. 
The bosses that cut the wages of all the workers, including 
those of the FILIPINOS, have the nerve to blame the FILI- 
PINO WORKERS for the low wages they receive. We never 
heard about Filipinos insulting white women when they were 
needed to do the hard and dirty work. 

This yarn is now being spread by the agents of the ex- 
ploiters for the purpose of preventing THE GROWING UNITY 
OF THE WORKERS AND OPPRESSED FARMERS. In face 
of the mass discontent they are trying to set up one section of 
the toiling population against the other.

This is the only correct position that workers and poor farm 
ers can take. It is by no means an easy road. It means battering 
down the white chauvinist ideas instilled in the minds of the 
masses through years of drilling. In such counties as Sonome 
County when our comrades place themselves alongside of the Fili- 
pino workers, they have to face the lynchers. BUT THAT IS 
ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY IF WE ARE TO BURN OUT THIS 
SCOURGE THAT IS EATING INTO THE HEART OF THE TOILING

“In order to see the contrast 
between present day society and 
that in England during the be- 
ginnings of the Industrial Revo- 
lution,” droned the professor, 
‘T might point out some of the 
conditions existing at that time. 
Then we shall see the marvelous 
PROGRESS we have made.” 

Progress? The word momen- 
tarily roused by attention. : 
reflected that on my way to class 
that morning I had seen scores 
of smokeless factories in Emery- 
ville and Oakland, and along the 
tracks could be seen several of 
‘“Roosevelt’s Roosts’”. Men cold 
and hungry. A Woman fishing in 
a garbage can. 

The professor continued: ‘‘The 
introduction of machinery to dis- 
place manual work marked the 
beginnings of our present-day 
industrial efficiency di 


Out of the window of the class 


room I could see about fifty 
CWA workers puttering around 
with spades and wheelbarrows on 
a big plot of campus” ground. 
About two blocks away I had 
seen an idle steam shovel and 
trucks in a vacant lot. Effici- 
ency? Six of the workers were 


getting in each other’s way, try- 
ing to plant a small tree. 

“And quite naturally,’’ the pro- 
fessor went on, ‘the displace- 
ment of the handicraft system 
led to social mal-adjustments and 


to intolerable conditions, from 
the humanitarian’s point of view. 
Hard times, such as we knew 
before the NRA, came to both 
agricultural and industrial work- 
ers, and even the small rent- 
paying farmer. For instance, a 
recently discovered tract shows 
that the latter was even worse 
off than the artisans, household 
servants, or even his own labor- 
ers, and he was helpless to im- 
prove his lot because he was 
servilely dependent on his land- 
lord. High taxes drove him from 


the soil in vast numbers. In Lin- 
colnshire a group of farmers emi- 
grated in a body, and some were 
frequently ready to sell them- 
selves as contract laborers.’’ 

The learned scholar’s words 
called up visions of deserted 
farms I had seen last summer, 
which the small farmer in Cali- 
fornia, and in other parts of the 
,United States, had been forced 
to abandon because he was crush- 
ed under heel by fat landlord 
bankers, mortgages, and depress- 
“] prices, making it impossible 
‘o pay rent and interest.

“William Cobbett, writing in 


the ‘Political Register’, August 
10, 1816, comments on the pov- 
erty of the masses, He says: 


I could name numerous individu- 
als, who are actually become a 
sort of skeleton . ..°. More than 
300 Jaborers have applied to me 
for work, and none of the 300 
have I been able to employ, al- 
hough the nature of my crops 
-equires a great many hands.’ It 
rather reminds us of the days 
Yefore NRA,” said the professor 
‘miling, “and before CWA, when 
we had so many unemployed.” 
What of the millions who have 


10 work and will never find it? 
What of the starvation wages, 
peed-ups, and the foreed labor 
‘amps under NRA? .- Aren’t you 
‘forgetting something, professor?

Professor, have you ever been 
in the tenements of the working- 
class districts in any of our big 
cities today? No, of course you 
haven’t, or you wouldn’t be talk- 
ing about progress. Conditions 
such as you describe still exist 
right here in the East Bay. Have 


you e@ver seen a family evicted 
with no place to go? And what 
about solving this problem of

The factory systematized child 
labor, pauper and free, and ex- 
ploited it with persisten brutal- 
ity, creating a _ proletariat of 
stunted weaklings.

children. Until 1962, these chil- 
dren often worked 16 hours daily 
in dark, poorly-ventilated fac- 
tories, and then their hours were 
only cut down to 12. What a 
blessing it is that NRA _ has 
abolished child labor and sweat- 
shops in this country mr 

Professor! Were you down in 
the cotton fields of sunny Cali- 
fornia this fall? Did you not see 
white and Mexican children slav- 
ing in the fields for a few cents 
a day? And sweatshops. I can 
take you to a dozen within an 
hour, professor. But he went 
on: 


“Of course, there was resent- 
ment against such conditions, and 
often there were local uprisings. 
In 1819, when the upper classes 
were moved by a spirit of reform, 
but not enough to pass a bill for 
reform, huge meetings were held 


after the defeat of the bill. In 
Manchester, multitudes of dis- 
gruntled men assembled. The 
magistrates were alarmed and 


collected large bodies of police- 
men and Hussars. After the meet- 
ing began, the Chief of Police 
ordered his men to break it up 
and arrest the speakers. The 
crowd would not budge. Then 
the Hussars were ordered to 
charge . . There was terrible 
confusion, people were trodden 
on and “killed by horses, and 
several were killed by saber 
wounds. In the end, the speak- 
ers were arrested and sentenced 
to a year or more of imprison- 
ment. This celebrated event is 
known as the ‘Manchester Mas- 
sacre’. It directly inspired the 
poet Shelley to denounce it in 
a poem which concludes with this 
appeal to the people: 


Rise, like lions after slumber, 

In unvanquishable number! 

Shake your chains to earth, like 
dew 

Which 
you! 

Ye are many, 


“Shelley, of course, was a bit 
mad on the subject of the op- 
pressed classes. Today no first- 
class poets choose—shall we say 
—such vulgar subjects. And we 
no longer have such incidents as 
the Manchester Massacre.’ 


Pardon me, professor, but did 
you read the newspaper accounts 
of the massacre of the Pixley 
cotton pickers? Of the Ford 
workers? Of the daily shootings 
of the miners in the Kentucky 
and Illinois coal _ fields? Of 
course, it is best not to mention 
such realities, for what then 
would happen to your drooling 
about progress and the prosper- 
ity of labor under NRA? His 
quotation of poetry recalled to 
me another verse of Shelley:
